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Program Notes 
JOY TO THE WORLD! 


Three works we are going to sing come from Handel’s Messiah: 
"Amen," "All We Like Sheep," and the famous "Hallelujah" 
chorus. Handel’s work was written in less than a month in 1741 
for a charitable event to raise money for three Dublin charities: 


NOTES IN BRIEF 


The carol can be traced to the Middle Ages. It was 
an English or Latin one-vocal-part song of uniform 
stanzas that began with a refrain, which was 
repeated after each stanza. Carols were mainly 
about the Virgin or the Saints of Christmas. Many 
carols still sung today derive from the medieval 
English carols, using the same texts, but sometimes 
not the refrains. The division between popular 
secular song and religious significance is impossible 
to determine; the medieval mind did not make such 
distinctions. During the Commonwealth (1649-1660) 
old religious festivities, especially those for 
Christmas, were banned, but the holiday customs 
could not be rooted out. Immediately on the 
Restoration, Christmas carols were again published. 
The carol’s heyday was in the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries. New carols were in fact 
Christmas hymns, such as O come all ye faithful 
Watts’s Joy to the World, or Wesley's Hark the 
herald angels sing, later set to Mendelssohn's tune. 
On Christmas Day these carols took the place of 
Psalms, especially at the afternoon service in the 
churches in England, and the whole congregation 
sang along. A revival in the early twentieth century 
led to the resurrection of medieval carols and to 
the composition of new ones by composers such as 
Holst and Mathias. In addition to the Back Bay 
Ringers and the Youth Chorus performing today, a 
brass ensemble of four trumpets, three trombones, 
tuba, timpani, with organ, will accompany you. 





debtors in prison, a local hospital, and for an 
infirmary. Later it was performed yearly to benefit 
the foundling hospital whose board Handel had 
joined. Ultimately, Handel produced twenty-six 
oratorios in English, but without question Messiah is 
his best-loved work. 


Many classic Christmas carols were written by 
composers not as well known as Handel, for 
example, O Come All Ye Faithful, Deck the Hall, Joy 
to the World, Hark! the Herald,and Silent Night. 

O, COME ALL YE FAITHFUL (Adeste Fideles) is 
sometimes attributed to John Wade, a British exile 
living in France. Others think it’s an anonymous Latin 
Hymn. Around 1751 Wade put the text with the 
music, probably by the English John Reading. The 
familiar translation first appeared in 1853, attributed 
to Rev. Frederick Oakley. DECK THE HALL’S music is 
an old Welsh melody. The words are believed to be 
American from the 19th century, originally written 
to celebrate New Year's Eve. 


The popular JOY TO THE WORLD, written as a 
poem by Isaac Watts and first published in 1719, 
paraphrases the 98th Psalm. Its popularity has 
resulted in various revisions designed to fit the 
theology of those singing it. For example, in 1838 
the song was revised by a group of religious 
skeptics, who apparently liked the music but 
wanted to fit Enlightenment words to it. They 
changed the words from “Joy to the world! The 
Lord is come. Let earth receive her King. Let every 


heart prepare Him room, and heaven and nature 
sing" to "Joy to the world! the light [reason] has 
come, the only lawful King. Let every heart prepare 
it room, and moral nature sing." The most 
recognizable setting of the text was written by one- 
time President of the Handel and Haydn Society, 
Lowell Mason. (for more, see the next page) 





Felix Mendelssohn 


The music to HARK! THE HERALD ANGELS SING! 
is from the second chorus of a cantata Felix 
Mendelssohn wrote in 1840 to commemorate 
Johann Guttenbere’s invention of printing. The 
words were written a hundred years earlier (1739) by 
Charles Wesley whose brother, John, founded the 
Methodist Church. Wesley's colleague, the Calvinist 
Whitfield, substituted the familiar opening line over 
the protests of the author, who had written "Hark, 
how the welin [heaven] rings. In 1855, after both 
Wesley and Mendelssohn had died, Dr. William 
Cummings put the words and music together in 
spite of evidence that neither author nor composer 
would have approved: Mendelssohn was clear that 
his music was for secular use, while Wesley had 
requested slow solemn music for his words. 


SILENT NIGHT was supposedly written on 
Christmas Eve in 1818 in Obendorf, Austria. The 
common, but apocryphal, story is that, because the 
St. Nicholas Church organ was broken, it was 
written for guitar. Others claim that Joseph Mohr, 
the assistant pastor, requested the instrumentation 
simply because he loved guitar music. In any event, 
Mohr had written the poem Stille Nacht in 1816. In 
December 1818 he gave it to the church's organist, 
Franz Gruber. Gruber immediately composed the 
melody, arranged it for two voices, choir, and guitar, 
and finished it in time to be performed at 
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Christmas’s Midnight Mass. By 1955, Silent Night had 
become the most recorded song of all time.

The German composer Peter Cornelius wrote choral 
music, duets, and songs based on poets such as 
Shakespeare and Goethe; he himself was also 
known as a poet who wrote the poetry for many of 
his vocal works (but not THE THREE KINGS). A 
member of Wagner's circle, he also wrote 3 operas. 


Herbert Howells’s A SPOTLESS ROSE was written in 
1922. Unlike Cornelius, the British Howells wrote 
orchestral, chamber, and keyboard music, as well as 
the vocal music for which he is best known. In his 
teaching at the Royal College of Music and 
elsewhere, "making people sing" played a large role. 


The important American composer Charles Ives 
wrote both the text and the music for the song 

A CHRISTMAS CAROL, whose first line is "Little 
star of Bethlehem,” in December 1894. He even 
published his own songs, these in a 1923 collection 
of 50 Songs using the plates from his famous 114 
Songs published the previous year. (The founder of 
an insurance company that made him wealthy, he 
offered the 114 Songs free to whomever would 
write in for them.) He thought enough of A 
Christmas Carol to publish it a third time, in 19 
Songs, in 1935. The work displays his interest in 
rhythmic patterns, as well as his gift for lyricism. 


William Mathias, the Welsh composer and also a 
pianist, studied at the Royal Academy of Music with 
Lennox Berkeley. He taught at the University 
College in Bangor, Wales. A BABE IS BORN, op. 55, 
was commissioned by the Cardiff Polyphonic Choir 
in association with the Welsh Arts Council. The 
words are from the 15th century, and Mathias 
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alternates between English and Latin. Again using 
anonymous words, including some in French, from 
circa 1500, Mathias sets SIR CHRISTEMAS as three 
syllables on three notes.

SING ALONG! 


The Handel and Haydn Society has a long tradition 
of encouraging people to join in song. 


The idea that musical amateurs—the word literally 
means “lovers'-should join in the performance of a 
Handel and Haydn Society concert can be traced 
historically to the very roots of the Society. 
Founded April 13, 1815, in part by the German-born 
Johann Christian Gottlieb Graupner, the Society was 
originally formed as essentially a group of amateurs 
who performed mostly sacred music, especially the 
oratorios of Handel and Haydn. Graupner, an oboist 
among other musical pursuits, was the only 
professional among the founding members. Thomas 
Smith Webb, the Handel and Haydn Society's first 
president, was a manufacturer of cotton goods. 


Even Lowell Mason, the next prominent figure in 
the Society's history, did not append his name to 
the famous Boston Handel and Haydn Society 
Collection of Church Music, published in 1821, 
although it featured some of his own compositions. 
"| was then a bank officer in Savannah and did not 
wish to be known as a musical man, and | had not 
the least thought of making music my profession.’ 
The success of the Collection both changed 
Mason’s mind-he moved to Boston—and gave 
financial stability to the Society. 


Mason, elected president of the Handel and Haydn 
Society in 1826, published more hymn and song 
collections. He believed that all schoolchildren 
should be taught to sing, just as they were taught 
to read. Because of his efforts, Boston was the first 
U.S. city, in 1838, to authorize the study of music as 
part of the city’s public school system. He became 
the first superintendent of music in an American 
public school system. Thanks to Mason, students of 
Boston schools in the nineteenth century, whether 
they became professional musicians or not, could 
certainly sing along. 
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Artist Profiles 


Grant Llewellyn, conductor 





Grant Llewellyn has received acclaim for "vivid 
musical performances" (Wall Street Journal) and his 
"electricity-charged leadership" (Boston Globe). 
Now in his fifth year as Handel and Haydn Society 
Music Director, Mr. Llewellyn has conducted the 
Society in subscription performances, broadcasts 
on NPR, acclaimed recordings, and educational 
outreach events for Boston-area youth. He also 
serves as Music Director of the North Carolina 


Symphony Orchestra and Conductor-in-Residence 
at the BBC National Chorus and Orchestra of 
Wales. Mr. Llewellyn has held the position of 
Assistant Conductor of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, Principal Guest Conductor of the 
Stavanger Symphony, and Principal Conductor of 
the Royal Flanders Philharmonic. Past conducting 
engagements include the English National Opera, 
the Southwest German Radio Orchestra of 
Stuttgart, and the Boston, Montreal, and St. Louis, 
Symphony Orchestras. This season, he guest 
conducts the Florida Orchestra, the Colorado 
Symphony Orchestra, the Calgary Philharmonic, and 
the Turku Philharmonic of Finland. In June 2005, Mr. 
Llewellyn led the BBC Symphony Orchestra in the 
world premiere of Plymouth Town, a newly 
discovered ballet by Benjamin Britten. 


Handel and Haydn Society 


Celebrating its 19Ist anniversary season, the 
Handel and Haydn Society is known 
internationally for "infusing the music of the past 
with pure headlong energy" (Boston Globe). Under 
the leadership of Music Director Grant Llewellyn 
and Conductor Laureate Christopher Hogwood, 
the Society offers historically informed programs 
of music for chorus and period-instrument 
orchestra from the Baroque and Classical eras. 
Recent seasons have featured a series of semi- 
staged operas and programs with dance, including 
Monteverdi's Vespers. The Society also has 
featured the Boston debut of many rising stars, 
such as tenor Placido Domingo and sopranos 
Dawn Upshaw, Stephanie Blythe, and Christine 


Brewer. Handel and Haydn may be heard 
nationally on NPR's prestigious SymphonyCast 
program and on numerous recordings, such as the 
Grammy Award-winning Lamentations and 
Praises and PEACE, which debuted in 2004 at 
number five on Billboard Magazine's classical 
chart. The Educational Outreach Program gives 
over 10,000 public school students opportunities 
to hear and perform classical music. Next year, 
the Society will launch a multi-year collaboration 
with Chen Shi-Zheng, who will stage Monteverdi's 
three surviving operas in a historic co-production 
with Handel and Haydn and the English National 
Opera, beginning with Orfeo in London and 
Boston in 2006.
